Finally free of five years of 
pressure to Own The Podi¬ 
um in 2010, Canada found 
Olympic redemption 
yesterday as Tessa Virtue 
and Scott Moir delivered 
North America’s first-ever 
gold medal in ice dancing. 

Virtue, of London, Ont., 
and Moir, of Ilderton, Ont., 
performed a flawless free 
dance — an inspired ro¬ 
mantic program to Gustav 
Mahler’s Fifth Symphony 
— to open a substantial 
lead over second-place fin¬ 
ishers Maryl Davis and 
Charlie White of the U.S. 

“We love you, Vancouver,” 
Moir, 22, shouted as the duo 
awaited their scores. 

The results brought the 
crowd at Pacific Coliseum 
to their feet, along with a 
huge crowd packed into a 
community centre in 
Moir’s home town. 

Virtue and Moir punctu¬ 
ated the free program with 
a breathtaking lift known 


in ice dance 

as The Goose. It delivered 
the first figure skating gold 
for Canada since Jamie Sale 
and David Pelletier shared 
the pairs title eight years 
ago in Salt Lake City. 

Yesterday’s gold fol¬ 
lowed three days that 
yielded only a solo silver in 
speedskating, prompting 
the Canadian Olympic 
Committee to admit yes¬ 
terday that Canada’s bid 
for medals supremacy — 
the five-year, $117-million 
Own The Podium program 
— had missed its mark. 

Canada ended yesterday 
with 10 medals, including 
five gold and four silver, 14 
shy of the U.S. 

The gold came after the 
death of figure skater Joan- 
nie Rochette’s mother, 
Therese, shook Canada’s 
skating community to its 
core on the weekend. The 
24-year-old from Ile-Dupas, 
Que., had a superb practice 
yesterday, showing the de¬ 
termination that’s made 
her a strong medal con¬ 
tender.

Independent panel needed to decide MLA salaries: Pastoor

motion Who should decide 
how much MLAs make? 

That’s what Bridget Pas¬ 
toor, Alberta Liberal MLA 
for Lethbridge-East, wants 
to know, and that’s why 
she tabled a motion that 
calls for the creation of an 
independent committee to 


review MLA pay and bene¬ 
fits. 

“I’m asking for an inde¬ 
pendent review of MLA 
salaries,” Pastoor said yes¬ 
terday before tabling her 
motion. “I think that open¬ 
ness, transparency and ac¬ 
countability is paramount 
in Alberta today.” 

Motion 501 urges the 
government to establish 
an independent commis¬ 


sion to review the current 
salaries and benefits for 
MLAs and to report back 
on whether the current 
overall remuneration for 
members is fair and ade¬ 
quate. 


Regardless of what an in¬ 
dependent commission 
finds, MLAs still have to 
vote on their own salaries 
because it is public money. 
Pastoor just doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily believe MLAs should 


set their own salaries. 

“I think there is a per¬ 
ception out there that 
we’re all overpaid,” she 
said. “Cabinet voted them¬ 
selves a fairly large in¬ 
crease last year and be¬ 
cause of public pressure, it 
was cut back. I think the 
public is interested in what 
we make and are they get¬ 
ting good value for the 
money.”

Canada won’t own the 
podium at the Vancouver 
Games after all. 

With seven days of com¬ 
petition remaining, the 
Canadian Olympic Com¬ 
mittee raised the white flag 
yesterday on the host 
team’s goal of finishing 
first overall in the medal 
count. 

“We are going to be short 
of our goal,” CEO Chris 
Rudge said at the team’s 
daily news briefing. 

As of last night Canada 
had ten medals (5-4-1), good 
for fifth place far behind 
the U.S. at 25. Germany 
was second with 21, fol¬ 
lowed by Norway with 14 
and Russia with 11. 


“We’d be living in a fool’s 
paradise if we said we were 
going to catch the Ameri¬ 
cans and win,” Rudge said. 
“We’re not throwing in the 
towel. You never do that 


when you are in the middle 
of a fight, but it’s difficult. 
They are way out ahead at 
this point and it would be 
unrealistic to state that we 
are going to catch them.” 


No. 2 OK for Buzz 

• Canada's Olympic team, 
take note: The second man to 
walk on the moon says you 
don't always need to be first 
to be successful. Buzz Aldrin, 
one of many celebrities who 
has come to Vancouver to 
take in the Olympics, says too 
much emphasis is placed on 
being No. 1.

The paper acknowledges 
there’s an RCMP reform 
process underway, but the 
senators have little faith in 
that process.

“horror stories” about the 
decline of what they call a 
national treasure. 

“The RCMP transforma¬ 


tion seems to lack any mo¬ 
mentum,” Senator Colin 
Kenny aid in an interview. 

“One of the biggest 
things it’s lacking is some 
signal from the govern¬ 
ment for oversight. The 
other thing it’s lacking is 
funding.” 

Scandal, controversy and 
morale issues have plagued 
the iconic national police 
force in recent years. It has 
been the subject of several 
studies and inquiries, but 
relatively few changes have 
been implemented. 

Conservative Senator 
Pamela Wallin called the 
Liberal report “a straight-up 
political move for Senator 
Kenny to try and grab the

der at a troubled rights 
agency by appointing a for¬ 
mer Quebec politician and 
respected international ac¬ 
tivist as its new head.

“I fully believe that Mr. 
Latulippe is the ideal candi¬ 
date to return Rights and 
Democracy to the promo¬ 
tion of Canadian values of 
freedom, democracy, hu¬ 
man rights and the rule of 
law,” Cannon said. 

The nomination hit politi¬ 
cal roadblocks within 
hours. Cannon must con¬ 
sult the opposition parties 
on Latulippe’s appoint¬ 


ment. He said he hopes the 
new appointee can be in 
place by mid-March. 

Liberal Leader Michael Ig- 
natieff dismissed the gov¬ 
ernment’s move, saying it 
had turned the agency up¬ 
side down by stacking the 
board with conserva¬ 
tive directors and 
now wants to com¬ 
pound the problem. 

“Our view is that 
the Conservative 
government started 
this process of chaos 
by appointing a 
board of governors 
that basically waged 
war on the organiza¬ 
tion it was charged to look 
after,” he said. 

Paul Dewar of the NDP 
said his party won’t support 
the nomination. 

“Until such time as we’ve 
been able to have an in¬ 
quiry at the foreign affairs 
committee about what’s 
happening at Rights and 
Democracy, it’s premature 
to support any nomina¬ 
tion,” he said.

Approvals of more than 6,000 
stimulus projects to boost jobs 


economy The federal gov¬ 
ernment says it has fin¬ 
ished deciding who gets 
what under key parts of its 
massive stimulus program 
in a tidal wave of approvals 
that should propel a spring 
job surge. 

Officials at Infrastruc¬ 
ture Canada say more than 
6,000 stimulus projects

PM can’t compare to bully Brown

B ritish Prime Minis¬ 
ter Gordon Brown 
treated staff so 
harshly, it is re¬ 
vealed, that some 
of them contacted the Na¬ 
tional Bullying Helpline for 
assistance in dealing with 
him. 


The revelation follows 
publication of a book re¬ 
vealing all sorts of 
tantrums by the prime 
minister — grabbing 
staffers by the lapels, 
pulling them out of chairs, 
punching walls. And we all 
thought Brown was a staid 
economist, duller than 
dishwater. 

Now that the news is out, 
Brown’s spinners, while 
denying some of the allega¬ 
tions, are trying to work 
the story in their favour. 
These outbursts show a 
tough-minded leader at 
work, his PR men say, so 


dedicated to solving the na¬ 
tion’s problems that he is 
sometimes overcome by 
emotion. 

The tactic — the human¬ 
izing of a robotic leader — 
might even work. Or the 
British might buy the take 
of opposition Conservatives 
— this shows Brown is an 
unstable bully unfit for 
high office. 

The revelations from 
across the pond will likely 
be greeted with some relief 
in the office of Stephen 
Harper, a prime minister 
painted as somewhat of a 
bully himself. It’s always 


comforting to have the fo¬ 
cus moved to others, to 
have your own alleged 
faults be seen as common¬ 
place. 

Interviews with many 
who have worked in the 
Harper PMO reveal that he 
can be cold and severe and 
occasionally blow a gasket. 
But if the stories about 
Brown are true, it should be 
said that our prime minis¬ 
ter isn’t even in the same 
league. No staffers running 
to bully hotlines here. 

Nor have we seen our PM 
get so irate that, a la Jean 
Chretien in 1996, he grabs 


a protester by the throat 
and hurls him to the 
ground. Nor does he appear 
to have the short fuse of a 
Brian Mulroney, who would 
go into frequent rages, or 
John Diefenbaker, who was 
a towering inferno of mega¬ 
lomania. 

The issue with Harper is 
not whether he bullies 
staff. It’s whether he bullies 
the system. It’s whether his 
smearing of opponents, his 
inclination toward censor¬ 
ship and secrecy, his over¬ 
centralizing of powers have 
downgraded democracy to 
an unprecedented degree. 


The latest allegation sug¬ 
gests that his operatives 
have violated access to in¬ 
formation regulations by 
delaying or blocking the re¬ 
lease of potentially embar¬ 
rassing government docu¬ 
ments. Before this, we saw 
stories of how his political 
team crushed a democratic 
challenge to the nomina¬ 
tion of incumbent MP Rob 
Anders in Calgary. Before 
this, literally dozens of oth¬ 
er such examples.

Recently, I returned a de¬ 
fective camera batteiy. Ini¬ 
tially, the young female 
clerk told me, “Sony, it’s af¬ 
ter 30 days...” 

Instead of yelling, I sighed 
about my daughter’s disap¬ 
pointment in not being able 
to photograph a girls’ week¬ 
end. Suddenly, I was her 
mom. Sooner than you can 
say, “Can I have the keys to 
the car” she waived that 30- 
day policy. 

Weeks later I had a similar 
encounter. Set to do battle 


over a faulty clothes dryer, I 
was thrown off balance by a 
pleasant sounding clerk. In¬ 
stead of yelling, I beseeched 
her, “Just listen to my stoiy.” 
Soon, she was imagining me 
as her next door neighbour 
and my bank account was 
$200 richer. 

Which brings me to my 
conclusion — treat people 
like humans and they’ll do 
the same back. And if I for¬ 
get, I’ll remember these 
words, “When you charge 
me 35 cents a minute for a 
local call, it makes me feel 
sad...”

Mistaken NATO 
airstrike kills civilians 


NATO jets mistakenly 
killed at least 21 people in 
central Afghanistan, offi¬ 
cials said yesterday, the 
deadliest attack on 
civilians in six months. The 
strike prompted a sharp 
rebuke from the Afghan 
government as it struggles 
to win public backing for a 
major military offensive 
against the Taliban in the 
south. 

Also yesterday, a suicide 
bomber detonated explo¬ 
sives at a community meet¬ 
ing in eastern Afghanistan, 
killing 15 civilians — in¬ 
cluding a prominent tribal 
leader widely criticized for 
failing to prevent Osama 
bin Laden’s escape at Tora 
Bora after the Sept. 11, 
2001, attacks. 

The civilian deaths oc¬ 


curred as 15,000 NATO, U.S. 
and Afghan soldiers were in 
their 10th day of fighting in¬ 
surgents in the southern 
town of Marjah. The mis¬ 
sion is to rout the Taliban, 
set up a local government 
and rush in aid to win pub¬ 
lic support. 

The alliance said its 
planes fired on what was 
thought to be a group of in¬ 
surgents in Uruzgan 
province on their way to at¬ 
tack NATO and Afghan 
forces. Interior Ministry 
spokesman Zemeri Bashaiy 
said the airstrike hit three 
minibuses, which were 
travelling on a major road. 

Although the airstrike 
was not related to the Mar¬ 
jah offensive, civilian casu¬ 
alties undermine NATO’s 
goal of turning back the Tal¬ 


iban and winning the confi¬ 
dence of the Afghan people 
— one of the main objec¬ 
tives of the southern opera¬ 
tion. 

Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai has repeatedly called 
on NATO to do more to pro¬ 
tect civilians during 
stepped-up militaiy opera¬ 
tions, and the Afghan cabi¬ 
net strongly condemned 
the airstrike.

Homeless say they are being evicted 


Port-au-Prince Homeless 
victims of Haiti’s earth¬ 
quake said yesterday that 
police are halting deliver¬ 
ies of food and water to try 
to force them to leave their 
camp on the grounds of 
the prime minister’s office. 

Police have padlocked 
gates to the camp where 
about 2,500 homeless peo¬ 
ple live under bed sheets 
propped on sticks on the 
sloping hill leading to the 
office. Stinking garbage 
with swarms of flies is pil¬ 
ing up and portable la¬ 
trines are filled, camp resi¬ 
dents complained. 

Witnesses said police 
beat 22-year-old Dalida 
Jeanty in the morning after 
she picked up a broom to 
sweep around her tent.

“They called her and she 
did not come so they beat 
her,” said her cousin, Alix 
Jeanty. 

A police officer guarding 
the gate refused to give his 
name or to comment on 
the alleged beating or on 
accusations they have been 
turning away trucks carry¬ 
ing food and water for the 
past 10 days. Calls to the 
information ministry yes¬ 
terday were unanswered. 

“We’ve been here for a 
month and we were being 
treated well, but for the 
past two weeks we have 
been mistreated,” said 
Marlcinson Midey, a 22- 


year-old student. “Anytime 
they bring food or water, 
the police make the trucks 
leave.” 

He and other residents 
said they believe the gov¬ 
ernment wants to make 
the camp conditions so 
bad that people will be 
forced to leave, even 
though they have nowhere 
to go. 

Many government build¬ 
ings were damaged in the 
Jan. 12 quake and Prime 
Minister Jean-Max Bel- 
lerive is working out of the 
same office as President 
Rene Preval at a temporary 
government location set 
up in the headquarters of 
the judicial police, near 
the airport.

The num¬ 
ber of missing was raised from 
four earlier in the day after lo¬ 
cal people contacted authori¬ 
ties, said Conceicao Estudante, 
head of tourism and transport.

New U.S. health plan 

Obama introduces $i-trillion proposal 


U.S. President Barack 
Obama made a last-ditch 
effort yesterday to save 
his signature issue — an 
overhaul of the U.S. 
health-care system — 
putting forward a nearly 
$i-trillion, 10 -year 
compromise plan. 

Obama, who deferred to 
Congress on the specifics 
for more than a year, has fi¬ 
nally put forward a de¬ 
tailed plan of his own. Post¬ 
ed yesterday on the White 
House website, the plan 
would provide coverage to 
more than 31 million unin¬ 
sured Americans, without 
adding to the federal 
deficit. 

The president’s plan in¬ 
cludes a provision to allow 
the government to deny or 
roll back egregious increas-

es that infuriate con¬ 
sumers, an idea bound to 
resonate with Americans 
fed up with insurance 
companies. It also puts Re¬ 
publican legislators who 
oppose the new plan at 
risk of appearing to favour 
big business over the con¬ 
stituents who will be vot¬ 
ing in November’s congres¬ 
sional elections. 


It would require most 
Americans to carry health 
insurance coverage, with 
federal subsidies to help 
many afford the premi¬ 
ums. Insurance companies 
would be barred from 
denying coverage to peo¬ 
ple with medical prob¬ 
lems. 

In the plan, regulators 
would create a competitive 
marketplace for small 
businesses and people buy¬ 
ing their own coverage. 

Estimated to cost about 
$1 trillion over 10 years, 
the plan would be paid for 
by a mix of tax increases, 
new fees on health-care in¬ 
dustries and cost-cutting in 
an existing government 
health-care program for 
the elderly.

Toyota in hot seat 
with U.S. Congress 


Facing tough questions in 
the U.S. Congress, Toyota 
Motor Corp. said yesterday 
that federal prosecutors 
have launched a criminal 
investigation into the com¬ 
pany's safety problems 
and the U.S. Securities and 
Exchange Commission was 
probing what the 
automaker told investors. 

Lawmakers pledged to 
ask executives about inter¬ 
nal documents showing 
that Toyota visited with reg¬ 
ulators who “laughed and 
rolled their eyes in disbe¬ 
lief” over safety claims. 

The developments creat¬ 
ed new challenges for Toy¬ 
ota officials scheduled to 
testify at hearings today and 
tomorow amid concerns 
that the company and fed¬ 
eral regulators failed to take 
safety problems seriously.

• It wasn't immediately 
clear what U.S. laws Toyota 
might have broken. A sub¬ 
poena would specify why 
prosecutors sought compa¬ 
ny documents, but Toyota 
would not comment. 

Congressional investiga¬ 
tors are reviewing the 
Japanese automaker’s recall 
of 8.5 million vehicles since 
fall to deal with safety prob¬ 
lems involving gas pedals, 
floor mats and brakes. 

In a new filing with the 
SEC, Toyota said it received 
the grand jury request from 
the Southern District of 
New York on Feb. 8 and got 
the SEC requests Friday. 

The investigations raised 
the possibility of hefty fines 


for the automaker or possi¬ 
ble indictments against ex¬ 
ecutives in the United 
States or even in Japan. 

“As a general matter, 
prosecutors will look at 
whether individuals may 
have violated the law and 
bring charges against them 
as individuals, rather than 
seeking to build a case 
against the corporation it¬ 
self,” said Robert Mintz, 
who leads the government 
investigations.

Canada vs. U.S. 
a go for final 

No upsets on road to gold medal game

Canada's women's hockey 
team will take on the U.S. 
in a rematch of the 1998 
and 2002 gold medal 
games on Thursday after 
both countries cruised to 
easy victories yesterday 
at Canada Hockey Place. 

Canada beat Finland 5-0 
yesterday evening, while 
the U.S. took a measure of 
revenge on Sweden — the 
team that upset them in 
the semifinals in Turin in 
2006 — trouncing them 
9-1. 

Canada is the defending 
champion from Salt Lake 
City and Turin and it is the 
third time that the two 
teams have met in the fi¬ 
nal since women’s hockey 
was included in the 
Olympics in 1998. 

“It’s something that peo¬ 
ple love to watch and we 
love to play in,” said Cana¬ 
dian forward Jayna Hef- 
ford, of the upcoming bat¬ 
tle with the Americans. 

“It’s going to be a battle 
all night... (People are) go¬ 
ing to see the best 
women’s teams that have 
ever been on the ice,” she 
predicted.

ets) — said he was proud 
of the strides his team had 
made in the months lead¬ 
ing up to the Games. 

“The big thing for the 
group is to make sure we 
enjoy the next couple of 
days,” Johnson said. “Men¬ 
tally, try and get yourself 
prepared to play the best 
hockey that you’ve ever 
played.” 

Sweden’s coach Peter 
Elander, who has coached 
against Canada and the 
U.S. this tournament, com¬ 
pared both teams. 

“The U.S.A. play with a 
little more speed, play 
quicker.” Elander said.

Rochette’s tragedy not unique 



oannie Rochette must 
be emotionally 

drained in the wake of 
her mother Therese’s 
-J death. The tragic news 
comes on the eve of the 
most important competi¬ 
tion of the young skater’s 
life. 

But Rochette should 
take heart because she is 
not alone. The country 
mourns with her and sup¬ 
ports her agonizing deci¬ 
sion to leave the Olympic 
city or remain to take part 
in the Games. 

There is more than one 
precedent in Canadian his¬ 
tory for this land of occur¬ 
rence at a critical time. Per¬ 
haps Rochette can draw 
some comfort and strength 
from those who have gone 
before her. 

In 1992, one week before 
the Barcelona Olympics, 
medal-favoured synchro¬ 
nized swimmer Sylvie 
Frechette endured the sui¬ 
cide of her fiance. Frechette

chose to compete at the 
Games and won gold. 

Just two days prior to the 
1998 Winter Olympics in 
Nagano, hockey player 
Danielle Goyette’s father, 
Henri-Paul, died from com¬ 
plications associated with 
Alzheimer’s disease. In her 
first game just three days 
later, Goyette scored three 
goals and added an assist as 
Canada began the tourna¬ 
ment with a victory against 
Japan. The Canadians went 
on to win a silver medal. 

Finally, and most recent¬ 
ly, there is the case of swim¬ 
mer Brent Hayden. The 
week before he competed 
at the world champi-

| “I visited him on his 
2 death bed before I left for

| him,” Hayden recalled in 
Whistler. 

“It was the last thing I 
thought about as I got up 
on the blocks and began 
my swim. I just remem¬ 
bered the promise I made 
him and didn’t want to let 
him down. I didn’t care 
how much it hurt I was go¬ 
ing to deliver on my prom¬ 
ise to him.” 

It ended up that Hayden 
made good by winning gold 
in the 100-metre freestyle 
and was true to his word. 

It is a tragic set of circum¬ 
stances and for Rochette, 
the timing could not be 
worse. But she has to know 
that there is a way to sur¬ 
vive this. 

She must have faith that 
she is not alone and that 
her mother is so very proud 
of her as she readies for her 
time on the great stage of 
the Olympic Games.

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Long distance makes the heart grow fonder 

Or does it? Exploring technology's role in relationships that span oceans and continents 


Maintaining a 
relationship when geog¬ 
raphy keeps you apart is¬ 
n’t easy. 

Technology has certainly 
helped to bridge the gap. 
But while things like web 
cams and Skype, texting 
and email can literally 
keep you connected when 
school, work or even war 
separate you for long peri¬ 
ods of time, these new 
technologies don’t always 
make long-distance rela¬ 
tionships easier. 

In fact, sometimes they 
can even make things 
worse. 

“One of the problems 
with email when you’re in 
a long-distance relation¬ 
ships is that you can’t ex¬ 
press tone and it’s easy to 
misread things,” explains 
32-year-old Lisa, who’s 
boyfriend of two years is in 
Australia for a year for 
work. 

“Emoticons help a bit, 
but there are limitations. 
Once in a while we deal 
with bigger emotional 
stuff by email, but we try 
to avoid it,” she continues. 

“It can be tempting to 
write things in email you 
wouldn’t say to each other 
in person and, once it’s in 
writing and you hit send, 
you can’t take it back.” 

Texting can be great be¬ 
cause you can send each 
other quick “hits” through¬ 
out the day just to let the 
other person know you’re 
thinking about them. But, 
because technology has 
trained us to expect con¬ 
stant 
and 
im¬ 
medi¬ 
ate 
com- 
mu- 
nica- 
tion, 
if 

you 


don’t get a returned text 
immediately, it’s hard not 
to fill the empty space 
with doubt about why you 
haven’t heard back. 

In some cases, communi¬ 
cating more often can even 
push long-distance couples 
apart. 

Gregory Guldner is the 
director of the Center for 
the Study of Long Distance 
Relationships in the U.S. 
He also spent four months 
as an emergency physician 
in Iraq. 

In an article in Forbes 
magazine, he says that, in 
the military, for instance, 
tools like satellite phones

And communication 
technology can only take 
“that long-distance feel¬ 
ing” so far.

But, says Lisa, “While it 
can be fun to watch a 
movie together on a Satur¬ 
day night while we’re both 
on web cam, sometimes, 


the experience just makes 
me miss being physically 
together even more.”

INGREDIENTS: 

• 2 cups sushi rice 

• 2 cups water 

• 1/4 cup rice wine vinegar 

• 1 Tbsp granulated sugar 

• 16 thin slices English 
cucumber (unpeeled) 

• 4 oz smoked salmon 

• 1 Tbsp light mayonnaise 

• 1/2 tsp wasabi (Japanese 
horseradish) 

• 1 sheet nori (dried 
seaweed) 

• 1 tsp sesame seeds, 
toasted 

• Low-sodium soy sauce, 
wasabi and pickled ginger 
(optional) 

METHOD: 

1. Combine the rice and 
water in a saucepan. Bring 
to a boil and boil for one 
minute. Reduce the heat to 
low, cover and cook for 12 
minutes. Remove from the 
heat and let stand, covered, 
for 10 minutes. 

2. While the rice cooks, 
combine the vinegar and 
sugar in a small saucepan. 
Bring to a boil, stirring to 


dissolve the sugar. Remove 
from the heat. 

3. Turn the rice out into a 
large bowl. Stir in the vine¬ 
gar and sugar mixture. Cool 
just until the rice no longer 
feels hot. Don’t let the rice 
get cold or it will dry out. 

4. Line an 8-inch square 
baking dish with plastic 
wrap. Cover the bottom 
with the cucumber slices. 
Lay the smoked salmon 
over top. Mix the mayon¬ 
naise and wasabi together 
and spread over the 
salmon. 

5. Place half of the rice 
over the mayonnaise. Pat it 
firmly to an even thick¬ 
ness, dipping your fingers 
in water to prevent the rice 
from sticking to your 
hands. Top with the nori. 
Add the remaining rice, 
patting it firmly to an even 
thickness. 

6. Invert onto a serving 
platter and cut into 16 
pieces. Sprinkle with the 
sesame seeds. Serve imme¬ 
diately, or cover with plas¬ 
tic wrap and refrigerate for 
up to eight hours. Serve at 
room temperature, gar¬ 
nished with soy sauce, 
wasabi and pickled ginger, 
if desired.

• Prepare early in the day, 
cover and refrigerate.

hree days before 
the Olympics be¬ 
gan I had already 
lost count of how 
many times I 
heard I Believe. 

The song, sung by 16- 
year-old Montreal phenom 
Nikki Yanofsky, must have 
been on three or four times 
a night, so you can under¬ 
stand, after 11 days of speed 
skating, hockey and siding, 
just how deeply lodged that 
track (and its equally epic 
variations) is in my head. 

We can debate whether 
or not the song is any good, 
but by now that’s irrelevant 
— would anyone be that 
upset if a day went by with¬ 
out hearing the tune? I Be¬ 
lieve was chosen by CTV to 
inspire patriotic feelings 
among us Canucks, but for 
many it’s become a second 
anthem, one that’s sup¬ 
posed to represent Canadi¬ 
an ideals and, perhaps, our 
taste in music. 

We pride ourselves on be¬ 
ing a multi-cultural society, 
and that extends to music 
too — we’ve embraced 
rockers, jazz bands, opera 
singers, aboriginal artists 
and country music — so 
choosing an over-the-top 
adult contemporary track 
as the defining Olympic 
song leaves out a lot of 
great, Canadian sounds. 

If the network had to 
pick a single genre to focus 
on, though, it’s not a sur¬ 
prise that they’d pick a 
song that sounds a lot like 


Celine Dion. One of the 
songwriters, Stephan Moc- 
cio, has written for the 
French-Canadian songstress 
(Glass Tiger’s singer Alan 
Frew was the other writer), 
and the track’s epic chorus 
and slick, mid-tempo verses 
follow a similar arch to 
Dion’s huge 1996 hit Be¬ 
cause You Loved Me. 

It may be a popular num¬ 
ber — the single topped the 
Canadian iTunes and Bill¬ 
board Canadian Hot 100 
charts, so clearly lots of 
people like it — but it was¬ 
n’t necessarily the most 
representative piece of mu¬ 


sic, unless we think of our¬ 
selves as snoozy, inoffen¬ 
sive and middle-of-the-road. 

There’s no right choice 
here — no song would sat¬ 
isfy everyone, and with so 
many genres to choose 
from, recording We Are 
The World-style ensemble 
with George Pettit, John K. 
Samson, Randy Bachman 
and Shania Twain could 
have been a disaster, but 
the songwriters at least 
could have tried to spruce 
the tune up with some¬ 
thing other than a chil¬ 
dren’s choir. 

Having a mix of the coun¬ 


try’s more established and 
underground artists write 
their own Olympic songs 
would have been better, or 
at the very least, this one 
tune could have been 
recorded in myriad ways, 
(as folk tune done by East 
Coaster Joel Plaslcett, a 
country song by Aboriginal 
singer Shane Yellowbird, a 
soft indie number by Jenn 
Grant.) In the end the song 
is so safe and devoid of any 
real Canadian culture that 
it not only pales in compar¬ 
ison to our other big hits, 
but we won’t recall it a year 
from now. And that’s too 
bad, because we’ve got a lot 
of great music worth re¬ 
membering.

The curious case of 
promoting Polanski 


film To say the least, it can 
be difficult releasing a film 
when your star director is 
confined to his Swiss 
chalet awaiting possible 
extradition to the U.S. for a 
sex crime committed in 
the 1970s. 

That’s the unique situa¬ 
tion for Roman Polanski’s 
The Ghost Writer, 
which opens in 
Canada next 
month. What 
began as a typi¬ 
cal production 
for Polanski 
was upended 
when he was ar¬ 
rested in Switzer¬ 
land last September 
in connection with a 32- 
year-old rape case. 

Suddenly, Polanski’s past 
returned to the front pages. 
“It’s sad for all concerned, 
but it’s also heightened the 
movie,” said Pierce Bros- 
nan, who stars in it. “The 
movie’s in the can, he’s in 
the can.” 

The 76-year-old, Oscar- 
winning filmmaker fled the 
U.S. in 1978 after pleading 
guilty to unlawful sexual in¬ 
tercourse with a minor. He 
is currently under house ar¬ 
rest at his Gstaad chalet, 
where he’s awaiting a Swiss 


decision on whether to ex¬ 
tradite him to the U.S. 

The arrest interrupted 
Polanski as he was finish¬ 
ing post-production on The 
Ghost Writer. Though he 
had wrapped principal 
photography in February 
and completed a rough cut 
in August, he had to finish 
editing the film while 
in prison before be¬ 
ing granted 

house arrest. 

Relaying ma¬ 
terials through 
his lawyers, 

Polanski edited 
;ome of the 
movie alongside 
fellow prisoners peel¬ 
ing onions. 

Executives for Summit 
Entertainment, which is 
releasing the film in the 
U.S., are staying mum — as 
are publicists and agents 
associated with the movie. 

The theatrical trailer for 
The Ghost Writer hardly 
mentions Polanski’s name, 
something that might nor¬ 
mally be expected for the 
auteur director of China¬ 
town and Rosemary’s Baby. 

The strategy is clear: em¬ 
phasize the movie and 
downplay Polanski.

Past haunts Idol hopeful 


Contestant's failed musical causes stir 


The success of an 
American Idol contestant 
is causing a stir among 
parents who are complain¬ 
ing they never got refunds 
for performance fees in a 
failed musical production 
Tod rick Hall wrote and di¬ 
rected. 

Hall, who last Tuesday 
made it into the top 24 on 
American Idol, wrote Oz, 
The Musical, which he 
billed on its Faceboolc page 


as “a contemporary twist on 
the classic story, with all 
new music.” 

He had been putting on 
small productions of the 
show since he was 17, using 
local, nonprofessional ac¬ 
tors for the lead roles and 
casting local children as 
munchkins and flying mon¬ 
keys. 

“They were fabulous, just 
wonderful productions, and 
the kids just really loved 


them,” said Dallas business¬ 
man Greg Money, who had 
three daughters in the 
shows. 

Then in August 2008, 
Money agreed to finance a 
production of Oz in Lub¬ 
bock, Tex., that used a pro¬ 
fessional cast for the lead 
roles. That led to a small 
tour of Texas cities in early 
2009 Money says was a “fi¬ 
nancial disaster.” 

Reached by phone Friday,

Hall said American Idol 
rules do not allow him to 
participate in any media in¬ 
terviews, however, he did 
generally confirm Money’s 
account of events. Hall is 
scheduled to perform 
Wednesday on Idol with the 
top 12 male semifinalists. 

Plans moved ahead to 
take the show on a national 
tour and Money said he 
tried to line up new back¬ 
ers. Several commitments 
fell through, however, and 
the show ended abruptly. 

Meanwhile, in several 
cities, auditions had already 
been held and children 
were looking forward to 
performing on stage in a re¬ 
al musical. Many parents 
had paid a $50 performance 
fee that was never returned. 

In Lakeland, Fla., Jennifer 
Davis, who owns the Art in 
Motion Academy of Dance, 
said she was not even in¬ 
formed the show had been 
cancelled. She found out 
when she opened the studio 
for a planned rehearsal and 
no one from Oz showed up. 

“I don’t believe (Hall) 
came to my studio knowing 
that the musical was going 
to go down and they would 
steal everyone’s money, but 
it happened,” she said. “He 
could have at least called — 
explained what was going 
on.” 

Money said he was re¬ 
sponsible for the finances of 
the production, not Hall. He 
said Hall tried to make 
amends to the disappointed 
children by putting togeth¬ 
er a smaller, less expensive 
show, but even that lost 
money, the associated press

The Damned 
United 

Directors: Tom Hooper 
MOST SPORTS MOVIES follow 
the all-too-predictable pat¬ 
tern of tracking an un¬ 
lucky club as it struggles 
to find its heart and win a 
championship. 

The Damned United, 
written by Peter Morgan 
with the same keen in¬ 
sights he brought to 
Michael Sheen’s previous 
triumphs, The Queen and 


Frost/Nixon, goes the other 
way. 

It’s all the better for it. 

Sheen is Brian Clough, 
who was briefly the coach 
of the Leeds United soccer 
team, in an incident from 
the 1970s that is almost 
Shakespearian in its 
hubris. 

Just 44 days after he 
took the helm, the Leeds 
board removed Clough. 
He’d managed to alienate 
management, players and 
fans in record time with
